Trades and Labour Congress in its pres-. 
ent session at Ottawa passed a fesotution bearing on two separate 
and distinct points. both incorporated in ‘the same resolutions,

1. That it was unalterably opposed to war, and 

2. That*Canada should'enter into no war-unless, and util, 
a referendum was submitted to the people bringing with it approval 
of the proposed war. ; 

This resolution may be worth considering. | No reason- 
able person would be expected to argue in favour of war, except 
perhaps, the manufacturers of munitions, or somebody with an axe 
to grind. It is only natural that the Congress would pass that part 
of the resolution without much debate. In any ordinary assembly 
it would pass unanimously. ' 

The second part cannot, however, be dismissed quite 
so easily. Possibly the Labour Congress had one eye on Canada’s 
geographical position with relation to possible war when it passed 
the resolution, and was thinking that any Nation bent on making 
war with Canada would first of all have to count on the armed forc- 
es of the British Empire, and secondly on those of our good neigh- 
bors to the south—both admittedly quite important hurdles to jump. 

Sometimes though a person cannot help but fight A 
Minister of the Gospel would attempt to repel by force a footpad 
robber. A pacifist will fight if he thinks he is going to get hurt 
or possibly killed. So must it be with nations. We, in Canada, 
are peaceful, and do not want war, but some day it might be forced 
on us, and there won't be much time to talk, or even, think, about 
a referendum. Recent flights by Russian airmen over Canada to 
the United States might have given the Labour Congress: reason to 
think. 

Imagine the British Navy crippled or subdued in a conflict with 
Japan. Where would the little men from Nippon strike next? Your 
guess is as good as ours, and we can well imagine the Canadian 
people indulging in a referendum, before getting prepared, if indeed 
Canada could prepare defences worth the proverbial tinker’s dani, 
in time to be any effective deterrent to a foreign invader.

Any 
group of responsible people, in West

vast sums which are employed in 
building up this country have their 
main source in the collective savings 
of thousands of people in all walks 
of life, who, through their work and 
thrift, have been able to build up 
small deposits. 

The average savings deposit in 
the. Canadian Chartered Banks 
is around $380. At least it was 
$3880 on October 31st, 1936, as 
shown in an official return to Parlia- 
ment. These returns are made peri- 
odically to the Government and to the 
Bank of Canada. They are sworn 
statements by the banker and are 
made public to Parliament and in the 
newspapers. If a bank Manager 
should make a false return, he can be 
sent to jail, Such penalties are pro- 
vided in the Bank Act. 

How did Harry. Brown get the 
$500 which he has on deposit in the 
Bank? Let us say he got it by rais- 
ing wheat. He probably started as 
a homesteader, wagering his $10 that 
he could make a success of it and, 
after three years of hard work, get 
his patent.

We answer, too, that banks, by ex- 
perience, have found how much cash 
is likely to be called for from day to 

. If you have a deposit in a bank, 
I’ll wager that there is many a day — 
or even many a week — when yau do 
not call for any part of it. You do 
not put money into a savings account 
if you have immediate need of. it. 
You put it there because you do not 
want to spend it. Banks know from 
‘practice how much they need to keep 
fn cash to meet the average gaily 
withdrawals. The rest is set to wor 
— some of it as we have said, im- 
mediately realizable and the rest in 
short-term loans or in types of in- 
vestment which ensure the greatest 
safety for the depositors’ funds.. 


We answer further, that money is 
not wealth—it is only a means where- 
by wealth in goods and services is 
transferred.

EYES ARE FOCUSSED more or 
less upon the Prairie Provinces at 
this time because of the drought con- 


ditions which are seriously affecting ; 


economic conditions, Data collect- 
ed during the quinquennial census 
last. summer have brought to light 
many important features: 

In all three provinces, the propor- 
tion of urban population has declin- 
ed due to the effect of the agricul- 
ture depression upon the commerce 
and industry of urban communities. 
while the rural population has in- 
creased in spite of the conditions of 
hardship and privation, A pronounc- 
ed movement of rural population has 
been from southern Saskatchewan to 
the northern part and into northern 
Alberta. Alberta has shown the 
greatest population increase. 

Although there is still an excess of 
males over females in the three prov- 
inces, the proportions between the 
sexes have been brought more nearly 
to a balance, In Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan, the increase in popula- 
tion in the five-year period has been 
accounted for by the increase of fe- 
males; In Saskatchewan there was 
an actual decrease of males, De- 
creases in male population were found 
to be chiefly among the single men.

There has been a decline in the 
population of British races tn the last 
five years in Manitoba and Saskatch- 
ewan, and a slight increase in Al-
